BURNING OF THE PHCENIX. 
* One of the finest Steambouats ever built in the 
United States, lately ran upon the mland sea, and 
was destroyed ten days since by fire, in a manner 
truly terrible. The captain of the vessel had fal- 
len sick, and entrusted its management to bis son, 
a young man just turned of one and twenty. Mak. 
ing for St. Jolin's with upwards of forty passéngers, 
they encouniered the equinoctial gale, which biew 
with violence right ahead The fine vewsel, how 
ever. encountered it bravely, and dashed onwards 
through the storm, unt an hour afier midnight, 
when she had guined the broadest part of the lake 
Some careless mortal, who had been to see k hiv 
supper in the pantry, left « candle burning on the 
shelf, which, alter sume lime, caught another which 
was ranged above. 
The passengers were asleep, or at least quiet 
in their births, when a man at the engine perceiy 
ed, in some dark recess of the vessel, an unusual 
light. Approaching the spot, he heard the crack- 
ling of fire, and found the door of the pantry a 
glowing and tremulous wall of embers He had 
scarcely time to turn himself, ere he was envelop 
ed in flames; rushing past them, he attempted to 
burst into the ladies’ apartment by a small door 
which opened into the interior of the vessel; it 
was locked on the mside, and the nome of the 
storm seemed to drown all his cries and blows — 
Hurrying upon the deck, be gave the alarm to the 
captain, and flew to the women’s cabin, Bre he 
leaped down the stars, the flames bad burst thro’ 
the mner door, and had already seized upon the 
curtains of the bed next to tt.

In the mean time the young captain roused his 
crew and his male passengers, warning the pilot 
to make tor the nearest Island, Summoning his 
men around hia, and stating to them that all the 
lives on board could not be saved im the boats, he 
asked their consent to save the passenget>, and 
take death with bim. All acquiesced unanimous 
ly; and baste to let down the boats. While 
thus engaged, e flames burst through the decks, 
and shrouded the pilot, the mast and the chimney 
in a column of flames. The helmsman, however, 
held to the wheel, until his limbs were scorched 
and bis clothes half consumed upon his back,— 
The unusual heat round the boiler gave double 
impetus to the engine. The vessel dashed madiy 
through the waters, until she was within @ few 
rods of the land. ‘he boats were down, and the 
captain and his men beld the shricking women and 
children in their arms, when the belm gave way, 
and the vessel, turning from the wind, flew back- 
wards, whirling round and round from the shore. 
None could approach to stop the engine; its fury 
however soon spent itself, and left the flaming 
wreck to the mercy of the winds and waves. With 
dreadful struggtes, the naked passengers got into 
the boats, and received the women and children 
from the hand@of the captain and crew, who, while 
the flames whirled over their heads, refused the 
solicitations to enter their overburtheued barks, 
and pushed them off from the fire which had nearly 
caught their sides.

Although the ancient authors ae generally very 
minute in ther account of Romgn manners, yet 
they have neither turmshed us with an account of 
the interior arrangements of the ladies’ dressing 
rooma, nor such description of the separate part of 
their customary apparel, a» to enable us to follos 
them through all the revolutions of tashion. The 
same deste to please which ectuates the modern 
belle, no doubt influeneed the Roman beauty, for 
time and place make no ciher difference in a pas. 
sion which has ever been the same, than in the 
manner of its display. 

The Roman ladies’ dressing-table appears to 
have been provided with all ites usual app: ndages, 
excep! that useful little modern inet uimeni—the 
pin Bat its inseparate ornament, the mirror, did 
not possess the advantage of being tormed of glass, 
but of polished metal 

No other head dress was worn than the hair 
variously arranged and ornamented, except, in 
deed, that, at one time, @ Cap in the form of a mi- 
tre, wasn fashion, but wt soon fell into disuse — 
The most usual way was to plait the hair, and roll 
it as @ bandeau round the head, on the crown of 
wioch it was fastened in a kuot; and it became 
fashionable to raise these tresses 50 high, that they 
were heaped upon each other, unl they were 
reared into a kind of ediiice of many stages, where

The fashion of wearing false lair was not un 
known to the Roman ladies, who went eu far ay tu 
improve the mode into a wig, Which Was at one

The curls were confined with small chams, or 
rings of gold, and bodkins studded with precious 
stones. Fillets of purple or w litte nibband, orna 
mented with pearls, were aleo worn on the head, 
and splendid jewels in the cars. There were 
some decorations for the head which were con- 
sidered pecuharly indicative of female decorum ; 
such was a plamw broad ilbsnd, with which sume 
matrons tressed their hair, others appertained ex. 
chusively to particular families ; but ut is probable 
that these distinctions were soon lost, or contuuud- 
ed in the maze of fashion 

The Roman laches were eatremely careful of 
their teeth and their eyes Art had not, indeed, 
then arrived at the perfection of supplying the ab- 
solute deficiency of am eye; bul means were not 
wanting to increase thei lustre, and tu make those 
which were small, or sunk, appear larger and 
more prominent than they really were, This 
was eflected by burning the powder of antimony, 
the vapour of wiach being allowed to mscend to 
the eye», had ghe effect of distending the cyelids, 
or the powder, and sometimes, we doy common 
sout, was gently spread with a bodkin underneath 
the lid, and the tint which imparted was sup- 
posed to give an expression of quid softness to 
the eye. Penciling the eyebrows was a constant 
Practice; nor was there any ignorance of the et 
fect produced by a skilfully duposed patch, or ut 
any other of the numerous arcana by which the 
charms of the person are heightened and displayed. 

It has been doubted whether the Roman ladies 
did actually employ the “ artillery of parches,”—
